FRESH AIR WORK GROWS. 


Association for Improving Condition 
of Poor Makes Its Best Report. 


The Association for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor reports that it 
received for its fresh air work last 
Summer 386 per cent. more than ever in 
any previous year, and that the num- 
ber of contributors was larger by 37 
per cent. For this reason the associa- 
tion was ablé to keep up its fresh air 
work at full height, despite the in- 
creased expenditures for-equipment and 
nursing service, made necessary by, the 
quarantines against infantile paralysis. 

During the season, from June 1 to 
Nov. 1, the association kept all its fresh 
air headquarters open continuously, In- 
aus three never used until last year. 
Sea Breeze, the main headquarters, at 
Coney Island, was teniporarily en- 
larged, and Caroline Rest, at Hartsdale, 
was thrown open to fresh air guests 
for the first time. Altogether 52.017 
days of outings were given to 4,428 
tenement dwellers, representing 2,500 
families. The total nuinaber of contri- 
butions peceeved was 5,556, and the 
amount $71,755.

When a certain type of mind under- 
takes to extract the future or explain 
the.present from the signs of the times, 
it predicts and explains dogmatically 
and dramatically. The’ man is poor 
in psychdlogy and logic, unfettered by 
doubts, unable to make use of history 
to correct his extravagancies, hopeful 
and anticipatory of the spectacular. 
He does not understand the world 
around him or the world that has 
been, and cannot correct his calcula- 
tions of the one by the other. He 
takes a local symptom for a disease, 
Whenever there is a prolonged series 
of labor troubles, he goes about pre- 
dicting a repetition of the French 
Revolution within some precisely 
named #pace of time—five years, ten 
years; or one year. A Populist move- 
ment seta his prophecy mill clacking 
instantly; “this country will be so- 
clalistic within a decade.” A man with 
this kind of mind, writing in The Sat- 
urday Review of London ‘concerning 
Brran’s free silver campaign in 1896, 
called it “an event ‘of profound his- 
“ torical significance, political, social, 
“ethical, international,” and added, 
“There is no exaggeration in putting 
“ {t among the great epoch-making oc- 
“ currences, like the gathering of the 
“ States General in May of 1789.” 

We smile at these cocky, cocksure, 
arid hopelessly wrong predictions and 
attempts to analyze events, because 
they cannot do much harm. They 
come from minds that are permanently 
immature, large in credulity, small in 
information, vastly self-confident, &nd 
quite certain to be wrong about any 
large subject because they cannot 
make allowances for things below the 
surface. If there Were any danger 
that one of these ill-bal@nced, common- 
place minds, with its love of the spec- 
tacular and its ‘confidence in itself, 
could ever get in a place of power, 
where its owner could affect the fate 
of the world, we should tremble; but 
that can never be. The rulers of the 
world have access to so many founhts of 
information, their fingers are on so 
many secret pulses, that even if they 
had that kind of mind to begin with, 
their vast sources of knowledge about 
the true state of things would step in 
to save them from themselves, and 
they could make no great blunders 
about the meaning of passing events. 

Ate we so sure? In an essay pub- 
lished some years before the war, 
Maxrutian Happen, who knew the 
Emperor well, discussed him with his 
usual freedom, and casually dropped 
this bit of information, which, slight 
and simple as it is, may be the key to 
the greatest tragedy the modern world 
-has known:

Perhaps that is just what happened. 
If that is the case, the man that de- 
duces French Revolutiong from a riot, 
meetings of the States General from a 
free silver campaign in America, may 
hold himself a little prouder. .

One of them has been in a place where 
his cocksure deductions had an incal- 
culable effect on a century, and has 
proved for all time that that type of 
mind is not humorous but grotesquely 
terrible.

CARRANZA’S VISIONS. 

Mr. Caprkanza’s address to the Con- 
stitutional Congress at Queretaro was 
thoroughly characteristic of his mental 
habit. If the defects in the Govern- 
ment of, Mexico in such periods as that 
distracted country has had Govern- 
ment have been due to the defects in 
the revised Constitution of 1857, it is 
well that the organic law should be 
further revised. CaRRANZA seems to 
infer that the corruption of the civil 
law courts and the lack of any reason- 
able administration of criminal law 
have been caused by the weakness of 
the Constitution. Few foreign students 
of Mexican history will be inclined to 
agree with him. The Constitution of 
BENITO JUAREZ would have served the 
Mexicans well if it had ever been en- 
forced. But CaRRANSA’B desire for 
honest and humane courts is entirely 
creditable, and some of his other 
recommendations are admirable. He 
treads on dangerous ground in one 
suggestion: ; 

I ask you to consider whether it is 
necessary to have every foreigner who 
obtains title to real property resign 
treaty rights with respect to such 
property and conform to Mexican laws. 
The convention should decide against 

any interference with international 
treaty rights. A citizen of a foreign 
country holding property in Mexico 
must be privileged to exercise all his 
rights or there will be a cessation of 
all foreign investments in Mexico. But 
it is still too early to consider changes 
in the Mexican organic law. There 
are matters of vastly graver moment 
impending. Huge and perfectly justi- 
fiable claims for lives destroyed and 
property damaged must be settled be- 
fore Mexico can take a place among 
the nations. Mr. CakRanza has much 
work to do, if he remains where he is, 
before he can establish his socialistic 
community or whatever form of Gov- 
ernment he is aiming at. And peace, 
which still eludes him, must be secured 
from the Rio Grande to Guatemala.

Thomes’s Church yesterday that more

“It has been said that corporations 
have no soul,” said Bishop Lawrence 
in his sermon, “ but every one knows 
that corporations are composed of men 
and women with hearts, sympathies, 
and sense of justice. 

“The question arising among them to- 
day is whether it is just or wise to take 
the life, service of a man at a salary 
fixed as .to support him and his 
family, but which will not allow him to 
lay up anything for old age, when he 
will have to. fall back upon charity. 

“The -nation has answered these 
questions by pension systems for the 
army and navy. Many corporations 
are creating systems of. pensions, or 
rather deferred salaries, for employes; 
amounts laid by ‘for the future with 
payment deferred until retirement in 
old age. 

“The Episcopal Church has over 
5,000 men of high character and devo- 
tion who are serving her on a scanty 
living salary. Twelve hundred dollars 
is practically the wage of a New York 
policeman; $1,200 is the average salary 
of a clergyman in the Episcopal Church. 
Out of this amount must come rent and 
all expenses of the houseshold. These 
men must be highly educated, they must 
live where rents are highest, keep open 
house, they and their families must 
dress well. They are not complaining, 
but are the men and women of the 


Church content? Are they getti the 
best service from these men, who know 
that in old age they must fall upon 
charity? 

ad The Church has responded to this 
call of justice. A pension system has 
been formed whereby through premiums 
paid annually each and every parish 
the people will lay up money in a cen- 
tral pension fund which, when the 
rector retires at 68, will give him an 
annuity, not of charity, but with self- 
respect—a deferred salary. An annuity 
is given also in case of disability in the 
midst of active service and an annuity 
jalso goes to the widow. The system is 
actuarily and financially sound. The

NO MORE HERESY TRIALS. 


Dr. Crapsey Says Episcopal Church 
Does Not Dare Hold Them. 


Ten years ago today the Rev. Dr. Al- 
gernon 8. Crapsey of Rochester, after a 
trial held in this city, was pronounced 
guilty of heresy and suspended from the 
ministry of the Episcopal Church. Yes- 
terday he told the Society for Ethical 
Culture, Central Park West and Sixty- 
fourth Street, that Episcopal rectors at 
the present time were free to hold any 
views they pleased. He said the Epis- 
copal Church did not dare today to try 
its ministers for heresy. 

“There are two trials,’’ he explained, 
*‘one is of the church court, the other 
of public opinion. I was convicted by 
the Church, but freed by the public. The 
Episcopal Church has felt in the decade 
such force of public opinion that its min- 
isters are now free. There will be no 
more heresy trials, for the reason that 
the Episcopa!] Church doesn’t dare again 
to do what it did to me.’’

Man Whose Songs Became Known 
All Over the World Qnce Suf- 
fered “or Lack of Food. 





PARIS, Dec. 3—The death in- Rome 
of Sir Francesco Paolo Tosti, composer 
and writer of songs; is announced in a 
dispatch to the Havas Agency. 





Fanious; Musician. Knighted by 


ROYALTY AMONG HIS: PUPILS) 





For many years Tosti was one of the 
most picturesque figures in the. world 
of music.. Although he had made his 
home in London since 1880, when he 
was called there to serve as singing 


to his native country to die. He was 
born on April 9, 1847, In the little town 
of Ortona, in the Atruzzi. From his 
earliest years he showed a fondness for 
music, .and when he was 11 years old 
his parents decided that he should 
make music his life’s work and sent 
him to the Royal College of St. Pietro a 
Mejella, at Neples, so that he might 
study the violin under Pinto. - In addi- 
tion, Sir Francesco studied' composition 
under Conti and the aged Mercadante. 
Thé latter soon saw in him a. pupil of 
great promise and had him appointed 
maestrino,.or pupil. teacher, at a salary 
of 60 francs a month. , 

Soon after entering the Royal College 
Tosti was thrown on his own resources, 
and, finding that his 60 francs a month 
was inadequate for his needs, he mi- 
grated to Ancona, where he gave les- 
sons at 50 .centimes an hour. — Here he 
suffered pardships, for his: living was 
meagré, and he had difficulty in obtain- 
ing the bare necessities of life. For 
many months bread and cheese and 
oranges were his only food. Then his 
health failed. and he returned to his 
native town of Ortona, where he was 
fll for nearly a year During his {fll- 
ness he spent many hours in study and 
composition. Always in his mind. there 
were snatches of melody, and vhen he 
returned to Rome to resume work he 
took with him two songs, ‘** Non m’ama 
piu ’’ and “‘ Lamento d’Amore,”’' which 
he had composed. Publishers would not 
accept his songs, so he finally saved 
enough money to have fifty copies of 
them printed at his own expense. These 
he sold quickly, more were ordered, 
and both songs became popular. Tosti 
sold both copyrights for..$100 each. 

Then came his great succees. He was 
introduced to Sgambati, leader of the 
new musical school in Rome, who had 
many friends in high places and who or- 
ganized qa special concert: for Tosti at 
the Sala Dante. This was a great suc- 
cess. Tosti. sang several of his own 
compositions and the ballad ‘‘ Eravi un 
Yecchio: Sene,”’ especially written for 
him by Sgambati; with such depth and 
tenderness that Princess Margherita dl 
Savoja, later Queen of Italy, appointed 
him het music master then and there. 

This appointment led to a better one, 
that of Keeper of the Musical Archives 
of the Italian Court. Tosti, however, 
for years had desired. to get to England, 
where he felt that he would find a 
more appreciative public. In 1875 he 
made his first visit there, taking with 
him his song ‘‘ For Ever and Ever.” 
This he offered to a number of pub- 
lishers, all of whom refused it, saying 
that it “was impossible.’’ Finally, in 
despair,, he managed to have it intro- 
Guced into an operetta at the Globe The- 

ure, where ,ijt was sung superbly by 
Miss Violet Cameron, The so imme- 
diately became the Fae, and his other 
songa were accepted b: ‘the public with 
equal favor. ~_ spon ese were “* That 
** ** Verrei Morire,"* and ‘* Aprile,’’ 
while = Good-bye. ”" “The Venetian 
ong,”’ and ‘‘ Beauty’s Eyes’ became 
popular all over the world. Some of 
ese ballads have run through more 
than a dozen editions and have been 
translated into eleven languages 

In 1880 Tosti was ap inted music 
master to the royal family, and num- 
bered among his pupils Prince Leopold, 
Queen Alexandra, Princéss Mary of Bat- 
tenberg, Princess Louise, the Duchess of 
Argyle, and the Princess of Wales. Tosti 
owed much of his success in England to 
the late Duchess of Cambridge. For 
more than twelve years, vegies which

Amateurism and Tennis, 


In attempting to solve the perplexing 
riddle of amateurism the United States 
National Lawn Tennis Association 1s 
treading a dangerous labyrinth where 
the false and the true converge ~ so 


and a discerning eye can guide it past 
disaster. The devious route has often 


been attémpted in the course of the 
last few ears, but few controlling 
bodies in the field of sport have been 
entirely satisfied that they emerged 
by the right exit. .Now the tennfS as- 
sociation is .attempting to thread the 
maze, depending in part on the experi- 
ence of those who. have gone. before, 
and trusting to the nilotage of its 
Executive Committee. 

The line of+ demarkation between 
amateurism and professionalism a few 
years back was considered to be rather 
sharply. drawn, with. these who com- 
peted for the love of the game on the 
one side, and thase who competed for 
money ranged on the opposite. But 
with wider participation the problem 
has become more confusing. The ques- 
tion of indirect gain has gradually. risén 
until it now reaches towering heights 
and opinions of able men are found to 
be at wide variance regarding the word- 
ing and application * -s a fule which 
shall answer every rpose and yet 
preserve the future of ‘the sport, clear 
and unblemished. 

The ramifications which the question |J 
of amateurism is taking are indicated 
by this condition in tennis—the en- 
deavor to bar a man from competition 

among amateurs, and yet sidestep the 
Se onareery of gree | him - a_profes- 
sional his _is- perilous. ground;- it 
tends.to complicate ‘the already intri- 
cate issues by creating a third body of 
men who are neither amateurs nor pro- 
fessionals, a nameless group.

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. Looking forward, the matters which 
will probably interest the stock mar- 
ket most this week are the convening 
of Congress, the recommendations of 
the. President in his annual address 
to the national Legislature, and the 
indications which the first days of 
Congress may afford of the probable 
intentions of that body in respect to 
legislation directly affecting business. 
Looking ‘back at last week Wall 
Street's chief interest lay in the stand 
taken by the Federal Reserve Board 
concerning foreign borrowings in the | 


France of the ‘plan to put out short- 
term Treasury notes in this.country. 
It thus happens that at the moment 
Governmental activities in matters 
bearing on finance and trade are 
again uppermost in the’ minds of the 
financial community. Very seldom 


does Wall Street approach such a sit- 


uation without misgivings and with- 
out expression of concern less legis- 
lative or regulatory interference ‘with 
business affect it unfavorably. That 
is a traditional attitude which it 
would be hard for Wall Street to 
abandon; it is ay attitude which it is 
even very difficult for Wall Street to 
modify materially. Yet its own ex- 
perience shoyld teach it to modify any 
uncompromising attitude of opposi- 
tion to legislative and other Govern- 
mental activities which are indiscrim- 
inatingly classed as “interference ”’ 
with business. The fact of the mat- 
ter is that much which at one time or 
another has taken on the appearance 
of interference has in the long run 
proved to have brought indirect and 
sometimes direct advantage to busi- 
ness. That is certainly true of rail- 
road regulation, and in some degree 
it is true of much legislation which 
at the outset was not liked by the 
financial community, which is apt to 
be even less tolerant of. such legisla- 
tion than the yoonder circles of busi- 
ness. 

The occasion for this comment lies 
in’ the fact that the criticism which 
the Federai Reserve Board directed 
last week against the plan for the 
issue of short-term Treasury bills of 
Great Britain and France in this 
country, not in unlimited but in in- 
definite amount, though disturbing to 
banking circles, may have conse- 
quences quite the opposite of those 
which were feared. Already the sit- 
uation has been greatly improved, so 
far as this matter is concerned, by 
the very appropriate decision of the 
two Governments to abandon the 
plan which came under the formal 
censure of the chief official banking 
body in the United States. That is 
what those Governments should have 
done under the circumstances, but 
unfortunately the impression first 
went out that the plan was to be ad- 
hered to despite the opposition ex- 
pressed by the Reserve Board. That 
would have come near to being defi- 
ance of public opinion in this country, 
and that woulf have been a serious 
error from domestic points of view 
as well as from international. | 

What has happened, taking all the 
circumstances together, instead of 
hurting the prospects of financing the 
requirements of our European cus- 
tomers has probably improved those 
prospects. Certainly it could not have 
been hoped to place any very large 
amount of the Treasury notes in the 
face of the officially announced ob- 
jection of the Federal Reserve Board. 
Through the abandonment of that 
plan the way is opened to other forms 
of financing, which are more likely 
than not'to escape entirely the cen- 
sure which that body felt it necessary 
to pass on the Treasury note plan. 
The Reserve Board seems to be in 
thorough accord with the general pol- 
icy of furthering our foreign trade by 
wise employment of our investment 
and banking resources, but it feared 
that the particular form of financing 
lately proposed would deprive those 
banking resources of the liquidity 
which they ought at all times to have. 
That is far from shutting the door to 
any. extension of credit to our foreign 
customers, notably the allied coun- 
tries, which have been buying here in 
lavish amount. 

In due course a new plan will be 
formulated, and meanwhile England 
has at her command enough gold to 


-/maintain her balances here even. in 


the face of very heavy expenditures 
in this market. It is hardly necessary 
té6 attempt to forecast the form in 
which this further foreign financing 
will be done, but the fact that col- 
lateral has already been used here 
and that England has a very great 
amount of securities left is sug- 
gestive of one ready means which is 
at the disposal of Great Britain and 
her allies. Several hundred millions 
of American stocks and bonds are in- 
cluded in the securities which have 
been mobilized in addition to those 
already used as collateral, and. these 
are but a fraction of tha total se- 
curities, including those of neutral 
countries over which the British Gov- 
ernment has immediate command. 

The point of all this so far as the 
general business position of this coun- 
try is concerned is that the Allies 
have still very great resources ready 


for their use in financing their pur- 
‘| chases in the United States.

It 
may or may not stand, but whatever 


railroads are’ entitled to and should 
be given. the assistance of a prompter 
and more sympathetic scheme of reg-. 
ulation, If wages are to be increased 
by daw, law should also make sure 
that such, increases are well within the 
ability of the railroads to pay. The 
demand of the railroad unions for an 
eight-hour day as a basis of compen-, 
sation, will not stand or fall by the 
fate of the ‘eight-hour-day law. It 
was not to Congress, but to the rail- 
roads themselves that the men. pre- 
sented their demands, and they will 
again present them to the railroads 
if the act passed by Congress falls 
short of giving them what. they 
want. 

It is useless to quarrel with facts. 
The demands of the men should be 
granted, if they are just; if they are 
unjust there are ways by which the 
public can.sescape from them if the 
public cares to take the consequences | 
of escaping from them, and it should | 
be recognized that in the long run 
demands upon the railroads are de- 
mands upon the public. Wall Street 
expects the President’s address to 
Congress to deal with this subject in 
& manner which will give encourage- 
ment to the railroads and to their /se- 
curity holders. That is a natural ex- 
pectation in view of the stand which 
the President took when he laid his 
recommendations before Congress last 
Summer. 

These two matters, impending leg- 
islation and developments in interna- 
tional finance, shared with high 
money rates the chief influence tere | 
the stock market. The public inter- 
est in the dealings diminished consid- 
erably, the Thanksgiving holiday 
helping to increase the lack-of public | 
interest. There is good’ reason for 
believing that the tightness of money 
is temporary and that it will soon 
yleld. again to the Same influences 
which have kept money so abundant 
for a long period, the steadily in- 
creasing addition to our gold _ re- 
sources and the great abundance of 
credit taking the country as a whole, 
although for the time being New 
York and some of the other reserve 
cities are fairly well loaned up. No 
deubt the public would hesitate to re-

Toward the close of the week the 
major share of the recovery from the 
earlier declide was supplied by the 
rajlroads.

PREDICTS MORE LOANS HERE. 


London Beligves Reserve Board’s 
Action Will Be No Hindrance. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES 
LONDON, Dec. 3.—The warning issued 
by.the Federal Reserve Board against 
the extension of credit facilities to bel- 
ligerents was the financtai event of su- 
preme importance this week. Such 
advice could not be regarded without 
concern by the British Treasury and by 
financia| leaders. At the same time its 








significance has not been unduly exag- 
gerated, and the more thoughtful re- 
gard the withdrawal ot British and 


French Treasury bills as sound policy, 
the issue having been considered unwise 
and unnecessary, 

It is not anticipated that further long- 
term borrowing will be hindered in view 
of the intimate financial relations exist- 
ing between England and America. The 
British Government has arranged to 
obtain a.further £10,000,000 from Japan, 
which will be transferred to the United 
States to provide dollar credits. 

As a result of the wage dispute be- 
tween the owners and their employes 
the South Wales collieries have been 
brought under State control. The finan- 
cial result of this action to the com- 
pany is uncertain, and the trend of its 
shares has been downward. 

The disbursement of upward of £21,- 
000,000 in interest on war loan and 
Exchequer bonds failed to stimulate the 
investment market, which remained dull 
in reflection of domestic political unrest 
and of the situation in the Balkans 

The formation of a new war council to 
concentrate entirely upon the prosecu- 
tion of the war, and possibly certain 
changes in thé Constitution of the Gov- 
ernment, are expected. 

The latest statement of national ac- 
counts included adjustment in connec- 
tion with the last American loan for 
$300,000,000, which resultcd in receipts 
totaling £119,000,000- and expenditures of 
£124,000,000 for the weck. The differ- 
ence was taken from the Exchequer 
balances. 

A fresh vote of credit for war purposes 
is expected next week for £::00,000,000, 
increasing the aggregate war credits to 
date to £3,432,000,000. The money mar- 
ket was better supplied with funds, 
especially at the end of the week after 
the disbursement of interest on the war 
loan. Most lenders had surplus bal-, 
ances, which were offered at fairly low 
rates. The discount position was un- 
changed. The week’s chief feature in 
that ‘market was the good inquiry by 
banks for short-dated Treasury bills.
